PEACE RIVER TRAIL. 


S. Cunningham arrived from the 
McLeod river on Wednesday. He 
met the California party on Monday 
four or five miles beyond Lake St. 
Ann. They were travelling along all 
right and seemed to be in-good spirits, 
but were heavily loaded and had no 
spare horses. Mr. Cunningham has 
travelled the trail which they are tak- 
ing and says it is certainly the best 
to Peace river. He came from the 
Athabasca at the point where it is 
joined by the McLeod, to Lake St. 
Ann in two days. The Athabasca is 
high but a canoe is to be had at the 
crossing. The H. B. Co, A. Me- 
| Corrister and an Indian are establish- 
ing trading outposts there. He gives 
the distance by days travel with load- 
ed pack horses to Dunvegan, Peace 
river, as follows: Lake St. Ann to 
Athabasca river at junction of Mc- 
Leod, four days; Little Smoky, four 
days ; Sturgeon lake, three days; big 
Smoxy, three days ; Spirit river, three 
| days; Dunvegan, two days. The 
Athabasca has generally to be rafted 
or boated across, the little Smoky is 
always fordable and the Big Smoky 
| generally so. There is very little 
muskeg and a good deal of open coun- 
|try along this trail. McLeod lake

From Sheep Camp to 
Stonehouse, which is described as the 
worst piece of the trail, a distance of 
two miles, the packing is done ex- 
clusively by Indians and costs four 
cents per pound, and from Stonehouse 
to Crater lake over the summit, a 
distance of about four miles, six cents 
Total 
21} cents a pound with about nine 
miles more to make to reach Lake 
Lindeman. 

It is estimated by some of the 
Topeka passengers that fully 6,000 
people are encamped at Skagway, of 
which but a very small proportion 
have even the faintest chance of get 
ting through, while at Dyea the num- 


| ber is under a thousand. 


The Colonist concludes: “To sum 
up the opinions expressed by those on 
the Topeka who had any knowledge of 
the situation as it exists at Dyea and 
Skagway, it seems to be clear that it 
is absolutely impossible for the large 
number of men who are now at Skag- 
way to get through this fall, and that 
those who are intending going in must 
provide themselves with pack horses 
equal to their needs, as the packers 
have now more work in sight than 
they can by any possibility get through 
before the trail becomes impassable. 
Those who returned last night neces- 
sarily take a gloomy view of the 
situation, but disabusing the position 
of affairs of anything which would 
savor of pessimism, it seems abundant- 
ly clear, as the Colonist has stated on 
previous occasions, that those who 
make the trip in the early spring will 
be as far ahead as those who make 
the attempt now.”

PEACE RIVER PROSPECTORS. 


A. J. Bell, representing the Alaska 
and Intercolonial Mining Syndicate, 
the members of which are operating 
in the Rat Portage district, arrived on 
Monday’s train on his way to [Peace 
river to prospect for deep diggings in 
the gold bearing sections of the Peace 
river region. Mr. Bell is most recently 
of the Regina mine, ot Rat Portage, 
but has had a large experience in 
other gold bearing regions, The com-. 
pany in whose interest he comes have 
large interests in South Africa and 
West Australia as well as in northwest-. 
ern Ontario, and are financially able 
to put through any scheme which they 
undertake. There seems to be a gener- 
al idea that there is a possibility of 
valuable deep diggings being found in 
the regions hitherto only skimmed over, 
as was the case in Klondike, and the 
company intends to test the Peace river 
and other northern gold fields on this 
point. They have all the government 
information as to the geology of the 
region at command. Mr. Bell will 
arrange for forwarding supplies from 
the Lauding and for transport to 
Fort St. John, in which vicinity he 
will prospect this winter. Messrs. 
Lloyd, Stewart and Tye of his party 
will arrive shortiy. A most complete 
outfit is being taken and a thorough 
test will be made east of the mountains 
at first and if that does not turn out 
satisfactorily, then west of the moun- 
tains. The fact that experienced min- 
ing men of ample capital are willing to 
put up their money to make a practical 
test for gold on Peace river shows how 
this far northwestern country is com- 
ing into prominence. Gold on Peace 
river would be worth much more than 
the gold on the Yukon, as it could be 
mined much more cheaply being near 
the source of unlimited food supply 
and besides being accessible for ma- 
chinery should profitable employment 
be found there for it.
